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Sheep Raising For 
CGiraia Growers,

As swine growing is the natur- 
al adjunct of dairying, so sheep 
raising is the natural accompani- 
ment of extensive wheat raising. 
The ability to utilize and turn to 
account what would otherwise be 
waste products, is the determin- 
ing factor in each case. 

The by-products of the wheat 
farm are weeds, volunteer grains, 
weed seeds, shrivelled grain and 
straw. The first four of these 
sheep will utilize better than any 
other kind of live stock, and only 
beef cattle and horses will sur- 
pass sheep in turning wheat straw 
to account. 

Another reason why sheep 
should appeal to the extensive 
wheat farmer is that once he has 
installed the proper equipment, 
such as fences, open sheds, wa- 
tering places etc., they interfere 
little with his field work. In fact 
itis very doubtful if the work 
they occasion during the busy 
season iS not more than offset by 
the laborjthey save on the sum- 
mer fallow in the way of soil 
packing, weed eradication and 
the spreading of manure. 

Another fact worth consider- 
ing is that the presence of a 
flock of sheep on a grain farm 
does not necessitate a material 
reduction in the area devoted to 
grain growing, but on the other

order tiat their mistakes not 
cost them too dearly.

In managing a flock of sheep 
it shoald be remembered that a 
variety of feed is indespensible. | 
When they are on succulent feed 
they should have daily access to 
drv roughage; when they are on 
dry feed they should have occa- 
sional acess to something of a 
succulent nature. A little atten- 
tion to this important matter will 
prevent loss from indigestion, 
which has probably caused great- 
er losses among farmers’ flocks 
than any other ailment. A field 
of native prairie or brome grass 
in which there is a pile of staw 
or a rack of hay to which they 
can go at will, in order to get a 
change of feed while clearing the 
summer fallow, and another field 
sown to winter rye, early iit Au- 
gust to whith they can go occa 
sionally for succulent feed, dur- 
ing the winter and spring mouths, 
are all that is necessary.

The Fore .ry Branch of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior is, this summer, 
continuing th study of the forest con- 
ditions of the eastern slope of the)

Dwight, M.F. 

The result of Mr. Dwight's investt- 
gation has lately been published in 
pamphlet form by the Branch as their 
bulletin No. &5, entitled “Forest Con- 
ditions in the Rocky Mountains For- 
est Reserve.” The forest reserve 
mentioned, it will be remembered, 
comprises the entire eastern slope of 
the Rocky Mountains, from the inter- 
national bouniary to a point farther 
north than the latitude of Mdmonton, 
The study takes in only the southern 
part of the reserve
